73. A chemical composition in accordance with Claim 34, whereby said plant materials are 
cultivated in-situ within contaminated environmental media. 



74. A chemical composition in accordance with Claims 68, 69, 70, 71 , 72 or 73, whereby said 
plant materials which are cultivated in-situ are subsequently exposed to one or more 
periods of freezing temperatures. 

75. A chemical composition in accordance with Claim 24, whereby said solid-chemical 
composition is supplemented with a liquid-chemical composition comprising one or more 
selected from the group consisting of nitrates, nitrites, phosphates, surfactants, alcohols, 
vegetable oils, mineral oils, corn syrup, barley malt extract, molasses, humic acids, fulvic 
acids and chelating agents. 

76. A method for the bioremediation of chemical contaminants in environmental media, 
whereby said chemical composition in accordance with Claims 24, 25, 26, 27, 28 or 29, 
is applied at a rate of about 0.1 g to 1000 g per Kg of said contaminated environmental 
media. 

77. A method for the bioremediation of chemical contaminants in environmental media, 
whereby said chemical composition in accordance with Claim 44, 45, 46, 47, 48, 49, 50, 
51 , 52, 53, 54, 55, 56, 57, 58, 59, 60, 61 , 62, or 63 is applied at a rate of about 0.1 g to 
1000 g per Kg of said contaminated environmental media. 



REMARKS - General 

Claims 1 to 23 were rejected as being vague and indefinite for failing to recite proper Markush 
groups. Also, Claims 15 to 18 and 20 to 23 were objected to as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim should be alternatively dependent only. Claims 1 to 23 have been 
canceled and replaced with claims 24 to 75, which incorporate proper Markush groups and which 
are alternatively dependent only. 



Conclusion 



For all of the above reasons, applicant submits that the claims are now in proper form, and that the 
claims all define patentably over the prior art. Therefore, applicant submits that this application is 
now in condition for allowance, which action he respectfully solicits.
